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Take a risk to 
be a ‘have-a- 
go hero’ says 
candidate for 
top police job

A CONTENDER for the most influential 
policing position in Kent has contro¬ 
versially called on the public to become 
“have-a-go heroes” and intervene when 
they see a crime taking place. 

Independent candidate for the Kent 
Police and Crime Commissioner role, 
Dai Liyanage, said it was wrong for peo¬ 
ple to walk by in the event of a crime, 
such as an assault, and they should 
“take a risk” and go to help a victim. 

Commenting on this week’s an¬ 
nouncement by justice secretary Chris 
Grayling that householders who react 
with force against burglars are being 
given more legal protection, he also ad¬ 
mitted he would use “extreme force” in 
such a situation. 

Former Medway Lib Dem mayor Mr 
Liyanage said criminals had too much 


protection and the Kent community 
could help put a stop to this. 

Earlier this year he helped a man who 
was being beaten up in Victoria station. 
The offender was later convicted. 

“Some people just walk away when 
they see a crime taking place, it’s very 
sad to be in that kind of society, ” said Mr 
Liyanage. “I most definitely think peo¬ 
ple should intervene. They shouldn’t 
just walk away, they should go and help 
that person, but some people choose to 
cross the road and ignore it. 

“If you just stand back and call the 
police, how do you know when they 
will come? 

“[Getting hurt] is one of the risks you 
take. As a citizen you have to try and 
protect another if they are in trouble. 

“I would think twice if the person had 
a knife or a gun - you have got to use 
common sense - but I think too many

people often stand back. I think 
they get scared. 

"Of course, you can under¬ 
stand why someone wouldn't 
get involved, but if you've got 
the courage and conviction to 
do so, you should. There will 
be a victim that you can help." 

Mr Liyanage said he didn't 
hesitate to help the victim he 
saw being assaulted. 

"I was with my wife and she 
was not keen to intervene," he 
said. "There were hundreds of 
other people but I don't think 
anyone else got involved. 


"I think the majority of 
people thought they should 
mind their own business. 

"There was a big guy hitting 
a cleaner, really punching him. 
I stopped the guy from hitting 
him and another tried to come 
in and hit him. I helped the 
victim and the police arrived 
within minutes. I have two 
daughters and I would like to 
think someone would help if 
they were in trouble." 

Speaking about the an¬ 
nouncement on householders 
and burglars, he said people 
needed to be better protected. 


"I would use extreme force if 
someone was in my house," he 
said. "I think burglars need to 
be brought to justice. I'm not 
saying shoot them if they are 
on your property, but they have 
far too many rights." 

Both Kent Police and the 
Kent Police Federation refused 
to respond to his "have-a-go 
hero" comments. On its 
website, however, Kent Police 
urges the public to call 999 
when a crime is in progress or 
life is in danger. 

Responding to Mr Liyanage's 
comments, policing minister 


and Ashford MP Damian Green 
said: "We would not encourage 
anyone to put themselves at 
risk but the public have a 
crucial role in the fight against 
crime. There are lots of things 
people can do such as joining 
Neighbourhood Watch, 
becoming a Special Constable, 
and of course voting in the 
PCC." 

Chief executive of Victim 
Support, Javed Khan, said the 
charity was involved in helping 
victims learn how to stop 
situations escalating. 

"We don't want to create 


more victims by people taking 
unnecessary risks. The public 
should always rely on emer¬ 
gency services," he said. 

"But giving frontline public 
servants the skills to recognise 
when it's safe to intervene and 
the ability to help defuse 
potentially difficult situations is 
valuable if done appropriately." 

This week a war veteran in 
Cambridgeshire accused 
shoppers of ignoring his cries for 
help as he was robbed in a busy 
supermarket. Michael Saxby, 
83, said he was screaming for 
help but people walked past.

TV adverts aiming to raise awareness of 
upcoming crime commissioner election

TACKLING burglary, violence and anti¬ 
social behaviour, or deciding how to 
make people feel safe where they live 
will all be in the hands of a single person 
next month. 

In a historic moment in policing, five 
weeks from now voters have the oppor¬ 
tunity to choose the county’s first Police 
and Crime Commissioner - the person 
who will set the policing priorities for 
Kent and ensure our safety. 

They will not run the police but be 
“the voice of the people” and hold the 
force to account. 

But so far the apathy seen towards 
the election and the apparent lack of 
understanding has raised fears that 
only a small minority will turn out. 
Some predict as little as 18 per cent of 
the electorate will bother to vote. 

This could undermine the authority 
of the successful candidate, who will 
work closely with Kent Police and have 
the final say on major policing decisions 
in the county. 

In our July survey into the PCC elec¬ 
tion, a staggering 7 5 per cent of the 213 
Kent people asked had no idea about the 



upcoming poll and almost half said they 
would not vote. Many commented it 
was because they didn’t understand the 
role of the PCC, or had no idea the elec¬ 
tion was even taking place. 

Hopes are a new hard-hitting TV ad¬ 
vertising campaign, launched by the 
Government and aired during prime¬ 
time shows such as X Factor and Down- 
ton Abbey, will raise the profile of the 
November 15 election. 

Speaking to this newspaper during a 
visit to Kent last week, justice secretary 
Chris Grayling said there would be lots 
of media coverage in the run-up and 
candidates will be out talking to people 
in a bid to raise awareness. 

“Policing is one of the things on 
which people have a strong opinion,” 
he said. “This is the opportunity for peo¬ 
ple to have a say.” 

But he admitted that a low turnout - 
which is also usually seen in local gov-

ernment elections - was a worry. 

The successful candidate, who will be 
paid a salary of £85,000, will have the 
power to hire and fire the chief consta¬ 
ble, set the police budget, write and pub¬ 
lish a police and crime plan, and com¬ 
mission services. 

The chief constable will remain re¬ 
sponsible for operational matters but 
the PCC will decide how policing money 
is spent. 

New policing minister, and Ashford 
MP, Damian Green said it will introduce 
democracy into the control of policing.

Flying away? Send your brood for a 
clucking good time at Fowlty Towers

CHICKEN owners no longer 
have to get in a flap about leav¬ 
ing their feathered friends alone 
during holidays, because the 
poultry world’s answer to The 
Hilton Hotel is the perfect 
home-from-home for hens. 

The aptly named Fowlty 
Towers, run by chicken lover 
Julie Smith, allows the birds to 
relax in comfortable accommo¬ 
dation or roam free in the 
grounds of the Cowden-based 
hen hotel, near Edenbridge. 

Mrs Smith, who has 13 of 
her own hens, provides treats 
and pampers the chickens 
while their owners are away. 

The 54-year-old said: “I help 
re-home ex-commercial hens 
to give them a better life. People 
used to come and have a look 
to potentially take some, but 
they would often say they 
wouldn’t know where to keep 
them if they went on holiday. 

“I started looking after chick¬ 
ens as a favour for people and I 
thought it would be a good 
business idea. They’ve become 
the thing to have in your gar¬ 
den and people love to have 
their own fresh eggs. 

“I love chickens and I have 
my own so it’s a pleasure.” 

Mrs Smith said while book¬ 
ings are sporadic, the summer 
had been quite busy and word 
of mouth was beginning to 
spread: “There are other places 
that do this, but usually it’s 



kennels that look after other 
animals and have decided to 
take chickens too. Fowlty Tow¬ 
ers is exclusively for hens and 
it’s in my own garden. 

“We house our guests in Eglu 
Cubes [a type of chicken coup] 
with a three metre run and al¬ 
though it’s said they can house 
up to 10 birds, the maximum 
at Fowlty Towers is six.” 

The “guests” are provided 
with a disinfected cube, feed, 
grit, corn, water and bedding. 

“They get a five star experi¬ 
ence - everything my own girls 


(hens) get,” she said. “Mine get 
totally spoilt and so do the 
chickens that come to stay. 

“It’s a pleasure for me; I get 
up at 4 am in the summer to 
start taking care of them al¬ 
though a little later in winter. 

“They have plenty of space 
and if they become poorly I’ll 
take them to the vet.” 

Mrs Smith, who often takes 
her own hens for a trip into the 
village in a stroller, added: “If 
you think this is somewhere 
your hens would be happy 
whilst you are away, moving

Cruel Facebook hoax claims 
missing April ‘in Sheerness’ 


AN UNKIND Facebook troll has posted a series 
of cruel messages online claiming missing five- 
year-old April Jones is with a family on the Isle 
of Sheppey. 

The accusations resulted in police searching a 
house, believed to be in Botany Road, Sheerness, 
to check the Little girl was not being held there. 
Nothing was found in the search. 

April went missing when she was playing 
outside her home in Machynlleth, Wales, on 
October 1. 

This week, posts were made on a page 
dedicated to the missing girl on social network¬ 
ing site Facebook from a man claiming April was 
in Kent. 

It read: "She is okay, she is in a house in Sheer¬ 
ness, Kent." 

Another message by the user said she is 
"safe" and "will be returned when the family are 
ready to give her back". 

A Kent Police spokesman said: "We are aware 
of a malicious hoax Facebook message claiming 
that missing April Jones is at an address in 


Kent. This is completely false and officers are 
making enquiries into the origins of this hoax. 

“With the consent of the homeowner, a house 
was searched following the allegation, but the 
message is entirely false and we are continuing 
our investigation." 

Angry Sheerness residents took to social 
network Twitter to express their disgust at the 
posts. 

One user said the troll should ‘rot in hell' and 
another called the claims ‘sick’. 

The hoax messages came as Matthew Woods, 
20, from Lancashire, was jailed for 12 weeks for 
posting derogatory posts about April and 
missing Madeline McCann online. 

Mark Bridger, 46, has been charged with 
abducting and murdering April, and of unlaw¬ 
fully disposing of and concealing her body with 
intent to pervert the course of justice. 

He appeared at Caernarfon Crown Court via 
video Link this week. The case has been 
adjourned until January 11 while investigations 
continue.

Port faces legal battle as families 
kick up a stink in wood chip row

FAMILIES living near Chatham 
Docks are launching a legal battle 
claiming they have been exposed to 
high levels of dust and odour caused 
by a pile of smouldering wood chip- 
pings at the port. 

Last September, residents reported 
being unable to open their windows 
and doors, and some claimed to have 
eye and throat irritation caused by 
the odour. 

The Environment Agency said at 
the time that the wood, which was 
bound for Sweden, had remained at 
the docks longer than the owners 
Peel Ports had planned and it had 
started to break down and self com¬ 
bust, causing a strong smell. 

Fifty families are now taking legal 
action against Peel Ports on the 
grounds that they were exposed to 
an “unacceptable level” of odour 
and dust. 

Gwen Evans, partner and special¬ 
ist in environmental law at Hugh 
James solicitors, the firm represent¬ 
ing the families, said: “The evidence 


we have seen suggests that residents 
were exposed to an unacceptable 
level of odour and dust during 2011. 

“The impact was severe enough to 
cause eye and throat irritation, and 
also affected people’s ability to enjoy 
their homes. 

“People in these circumstances are 
entitled to compensation for what 
they have suffered, and we would 
encourage them to contact us for 
more details if they would like to 
make a claim. ” 

A spokeswoman for Peel Ports 
said the company had not had any 
correspondence regarding legal 
action or any contact with Hugh 
James solicitors. 

“Peel Ports takes very seriously 
concerns of residents neighbouring 
the port, and has worked hard to en¬ 
sure port activity does not affect our 
neighbours adversely,” she said. 

“In response to concerns from resi¬ 
dents about a wood store at our 
Chatham Docks, we worked swiftly 
and effectively to dispose of material 
that was causing concern. The wood 
store was completely dismantled by 
the end of March 2012.”

SEASONAL TIMETABLE 


Train passengers are set for 
disruption over Christmas 
and New Year after 
Southeastern announced its 
festive timetable. 

There will be no service 
on Christmas Day or Boxing 
Day, although a special half 
hourly high speed shuttle 
will operate from Ashford 


International to St Pancras 
International on December 
26. Services will end at 
10pm on Christmas Eve. 

A weekend timetable will 
be in place between 
Christmas Eve and New 
Year's Day, although some 
additional peak hour 
services will be put on. 


A TRAVEL card similar to 
the hugely successful Oyster 
system used by commuters 
in London could be rolled out 
across Kent. 

Train operator Southeastern 
- which is currently fighting to 
retain the rail franchise due to 
expire in 2014 - told this 
newspaper that smart 
ticketing was a priority and the 
“way forward for rail transport" 
in the county. 

A smart card - or Oyster - is 
a pre-paid electronic ticketing 
system. It covers bus and train 
travel and can be "topped up" 
at station terminals. 

Passengers simply have to 
touch them on an electronic 
reader as they enter or Leave 
the transport system and 
money is deducted for the trip. 

It is designed to reduce 
transactions at ticket offices 
and use is encouraged by offer¬ 
ing cheaper fares. 

Should the scheme get the 
go ahead, it is hoped it would 
link in to the Oyster system, 
allowing one card for travel 
across Kent and London. 

Conservative MP for 
Dartford, Gareth Johnson, has 
been pushing for the scheme 
to be rolled out in his constitu¬ 


ency. Currently, Oyster cards 
are accepted on buses, but not 
on trains. 

"I'm in favour of the Oyster 
card, but I don't want Trans- 
port for London (TfL) taking 
over the operation of transport 
in the area," he said. 

London Mayor Boris 
Johnson said earlier this year 
he would Like to see Dartford 
and Sevenoaks operated by TfL. 

The operator currently runs 
Kent's rail service, but the 
franchise is about to go out to 
tender for either a renewal or 
takeover in 2014. 

"I would not Like to see any 
rail provider receive the 
franchise without confirmation 
they will be introducing some 


form of Oyster system," added 
Mr Johnson. 

He said the card could cover 
trains, buses and taxis. 

Southeastern told this news¬ 
paper that managing director 
of the operator, Charles 
Horton, had just this week told 
stakeholders at a forum in 
Gillingham that smart ticketing 
was a priority. 

■ Rail fares will not increase 
by as much as feared after the 
Government announced it 
would cap the pricing formula. 

The Prime Minister an¬ 
nounced that train fares will be 
capped at inflation plus one 
per cent. Kent commuters 
usually face rises of RPI plus 
three per cent.

Could £2bn Paramount theme park boast

THE company behind a planned £2billion enter¬ 
tainment complex is hoping its state-of-the-art 
performance venue - a key component of the 
ambitious scheme - will rival the hugely suc¬ 
cessful 02 Arena in attracting music stars like 
Lady Gaga and Take That. 

This week, London Resort Company Holdings 
Ltd (LRCH) announced plans to build an enter¬ 
tainment hub even bigger than theme park giant 
Disneyland Paris. 

If it gets the nod, the park will create 27,000 
jobs giving north Kent a huge economic boost 
and attracting visitors from all over the world. 

Hollywood studio Paramount has lent its 
name to the project which will be built on an 
8 72-acre former cement site on the Swanscombe 
peninsula. 

The film studio has similar licence agreements 
with parks in Spain and Korea, which are both 
still in the construction phase. Paramount is 
the firm behind hundreds of blockbusters like 
Indiana Jones, Tomb Raider and Star Trek. 

Among the facilities at Swanscombe outlined 
in the plans will be Europe’s largest indoor water 
park, theatres, live music venues, attractions, 
cinemas, restaurants, and hotels. 

It is believed the company want the music 
venue to attract just as many big names as the 
02 Arena, just around the corner from the new 
site in Greenwich. 

With proposals now to be put forward for plan¬ 


ning in the next 18 months, followed by public 
consultation, LRCH hopes the scheme will open 
for business in 2018. 

Some 17,000 jobs will be created directly in 
the park and 10,000 through supply chains 
within the community plus the additional con¬ 
struction jobs. LRCH say many of the roles will 
include young people, apprenticeships, older 
workers and skilled jobs. 

Dartford and Gravesham borough councils 
have warmly welcomed the news and now await 
the planning application.

As a travel writer I visit the nicest 


and best restaurants. 

“When you go somewhere in 
Kent that people wax lyrical about 
you get caught up in the hype.” 

Among the things that weren’t 
to Nasty Nick’s high standards were 
the fact the drive was not lit up, a 
wilted carnation flower was on his 
table and the “inhospitable” staff. 

He said: “The wine was warm, 


you do not serve warm white wine. 
The food was average. If you are 
spending that much money, the 
food has to be exceptional.” 

Mr Pitchford, who has owned the 
restaurant for 37 years, said he 
doesn’t know who Nasty Nick is but 
that it’s “all in his name”. 

He said since Read’s lost its prized 
star he has received calls from friends 
offering their commiserations. 

Mr Pitchford said: “Good luck to 
Nasty Nick. I am not going to re¬ 
spond to him when he has a pop. 
You are not going to please all of 
the people all of the time. I’m sorry 
Nick does not like us, we are trying 
hard to please our customers. 

“It was not nice to lose the 
star. The star is a by-product of 
pleasing people - we did not start 
out to win it.” 

Read’s is proving to be just as 
popular as ever with dinner and 
lunch service remaining jam- 
packed with customers.

HISTORY 


The Great Storm: 25 years 
since the night of carnage

IT RIPPED a path of destruction 
across the county; millions of trees 
were uprooted, millions of pounds 
of damage was caused. And for one 
well-known weatherman, life 
would never be the same again. 

The Great Storm of 1987 took 
place 25 years ago this month, as 
hurricane-force winds reaching 
speeds of 120mph battered the 
south east. It was the worst storm 
in the UK for nearly 300 years. 

It ripped up six of the seven oak 
trees which gave Sevenoaks its 
name. It flung a cross-Channel fer¬ 
ry out of the safety of Folkestone 
harbour and onto the beach, tore 
off roofs, left people without power 
for weeks, and brought the trans¬ 
port network grinding to a halt. 

On the night of the storm, Robin 
Castle was on duty at the Sheerness 
lifeboat station. He remembers get¬ 
ting a call to come to the aid of two 
men in a boat as the winds started 
building. They wouuld face wind 
speeds of 90 knots. 

He said: “We had a call from the 
lifeboat that flares had been spotted 
over Allhallows, so we deployed 
and managed to get alongside the 
family day boat. It was certainly 
one of the most hairy rescues I’ve 
done because of the strong winds 
and the fact you couldn’t see a lot 
because of the spray. 

“It’s the most extreme weather 
we’ve seen here.” 

Some 15 million trees were felled 
across the area as a result of the 
storm - the remains of many still 
visible, creating a new landscape. 

The Forestry Commission’s re¬ 



gional director, Alan Betts, said: “It 
is amazing to see the trunks lying 
there, with the branches all head¬ 
ing skywards. 

“In many ways, it symbolises 
how resilient our trees and wood¬ 
lands are, and how the devastation 
of the losses felt by the storm have 
left a unique ecological legacy for 


possibly hundreds of years.” 

After the storm passed, commu¬ 
nity spirit kicked in and locals gath¬ 
ered to care for the vulnerable, re¬ 
pair the damage and help to clear 
the streets. 

Sevenoaks councillor Jill Davison 
recalls: “I woke to find that Swan 
Lane was blocked in both direc¬ 
tions. Everyone joined in to clear 
the road, so we could get into town 
to find out how bad the situation 
was. With electricity out, it was de¬ 
cided that the WRVS (Women’s 
Royal Voluntary Service) should 
set up a rest centre for anyone who 
could not cope at home and also to 
provide rest and food for emergency 
service workers. 

“The worst problem was the 
length of time the power lines were

Despite all the efforts of engi¬ 
neers from all over the country, it 
was weeks before all were re-con¬ 
nected.” 

And it was quite a challenge for 
workman trying to get power back 
into everyone’s homes, with a 
number of staff being transported 
in army helicopters to help inacces¬ 
sible communities. 

Ray Lewis, who worked for See- 
board, helped get various parts of 
Kent switched on again. He said: 
“There were some shifts where I 
was working from 7am through to 
lam the next morning. 

“It was actually quite exciting, 
but there was a lot of hard work in¬ 
volved. Some parts were so badly 
damaged that you had to build a 
new line.”

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GUIDE DOGS 

Why puppy walkers are leading the way out of 
the darkness for next generation of guide dogs

A BLIND charity is calling on people to take on a 
guide dog puppy for a year to prepare it for its 
working life. 

Charity Guide Dogs is appealing for volunteers 
to raise puppies from six weeks until they reach 
around 12-months-old. 

At that point, they are returned to the charity 
to begin specialised training. 

The charity, who are keen to hear from people 
in Swale and Medway, will then give the dog to a 
blind or partially sighted person who needs help 
getting around. 

One ‘puppy walker’, Sue Franz, 60, who lives 
near Tunbridge Wells, has been taking on dogs 
for the charity for 17 years. 

She said: “I read an article in a local newspa¬ 
per about someone who was a puppy walker and 
before I finished it I knew I would ring up and 
volunteer to be one.” 

The puppy walkers train the dogs, usually lab¬ 
radors, golden retrievers or German shepherds, 
in basic commands and take them on public 
transport to get them used to the sounds. 

Ms Franz said: “If they do get startled we go 
back and go through it again until they learn to 
trust us. Puppy walking is really enjoyable, but 
it’s a lot of hard work. It can take up your life - 
you have to be prepared.”

The charity supplies basic equipment 
to the walkers and covers all vet and 
feedings costs. 

Hetal Bapodra, engagement of¬ 
ficer for the charity in the Maid¬ 
stone mobility team, has been blind 
since birth and uses her dog, Nessie, 
every day. 

She said: “She comes to work with me, 
she’s flown to New York with me. 

“I am pregnant and she comes to all 
my antenatal appointments. 

“Without her I would not have the 




confidence to feel safe travelling 
with a child. I feel indebted to Nes- 
sie’s puppy walker.” 

Ms Bapodra is married to Will 
Thoms who also uses a guide dog 
and said she still keeps in contact 
with the family who trained Nessie. 
Retired Alison May, from Sitting- 
bourne, got her first guide dog, Hei¬ 
di, in 1969 when she turned 22. 

She said: “Up until then, I had 
no independent mobility at all, 
relying on my family, friends

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and fiance to escort me wherever I wanted to go. 

“I am so grateful to the puppy wa lk ers who 
have made all this possible for me.”

Luton or Heathrow ‘better than estuary airport’

A TORY-backed think tank 
has recommended Luton as a 
better option than the Thames 
Estuary to build a new hub 
airport. 

Policy Exchange - previously 
run by Boris Johnson’s former 
chief of staff Nick Boles who is 
now planning minister - point¬ 
ed out a number of weaknesses 
in the north Kent airport pro¬ 
posal in a joint report with 
think tank CentreForum. 

Author of the report, and 
chief economist of CentreFo¬ 
rum, Tim Leunig - education 
secretary Michael Gove’s policy 
advisor - stated that the best 
approach would be to build a 
“new four runway Heathrow” 
west of the current site. 

But he stressed that if that 
was not possible, Luton was 
the next best location. 

“This airport is on the right 
side of London for the rest of 
the country, and can easily be 
linked with high quality con-

nections to London, the Ml, 
the West Coast mainline and 
East Coast mainline,” he said. 

“There are disadvantages; 
the site is relatively hilly and 
Stansted would have to close. 
In addition, business and indi¬ 
viduals that have located near 
Heathrow for access to the air¬ 
port would need to relocate. 

“For those reasons Luton is 
second best, but deserves to be 
considered.” 

He stressed that while Brit¬ 
ain would not be impoverished 
overnight if new air capacity is 
not built, there was a need for a 
hub airport. 

Mr Leunig said, however, it 
would not necessarily need to 
run 24/7. 

He said Grain was not the 
answer and that a new four 


runway Heathrow was the best 
option. 

“These new runways would 
replace the existing runways,” 
he said. “This would be 
straightforward to construct, 
and relatively low cost by the 
standards of hub airports. 

“A combination of tighten¬ 
ing permitted noise classes, 
ending night flights and 
landing narrow bodied planes 
more steeply makes it almost 
certain that this airport would 
be significantly quieter than 
the existing airport, despite 
catering for almost twice as 
many flights. 

“Leaving the airport where it 
is works for air traffic control. It 
also works for the wider econo¬ 
my; companies that have lo¬ 
cated near to the airport be¬ 
cause they need to be near the 
airport do not have to move. 

“The design of airport pro¬ 
posed here would be operation¬ 
ally efficient for both passen¬ 
gers and airlines, and would be 
the world’s best hub.” 

Mr Leunig pointed out a 
number of weaknesses in ar¬ 
chitect Foster and Partners’ 
Grain proposal. He said it would 
destroy protected habitat; cre¬ 
ate construction issues involv¬ 
ing the demolition of 1,400 
houses and a Grade I-listed 
church; and would prove ex¬ 
pensive to access. 

“The plan is to have a high 
speed train from St Pancras to 
the airport, which will run at 
ten minute intervals, and take 
30 minutes to make the jour¬ 
ney,” said Mr Leunig. 

“This is a plausible time; the 
distance is a little over twice 
the distance from Paddington 
to Heathrow, so the train will 
take around twice as long as 


the Heathrow Express. 

“The Heathrow Express cur¬ 
rently costs at least £34 return, 
so a pro rata cost estimate for a 
ticket to the estuary airport 
would be around £75. 


“Of course the cost could be 
subsidised by the airport, but in 
that case people will end up 
paying the same amount, but 
in another way.” 

He said mainline trains 


would take almost an hour to 
reach the airport. 

He also stressed that there 
was “no rationale” in making 
either Stansted or Gatwick into 
Britain’s major hub.

TWO former prisoners have hailed a new scheme 
tackling prolific reoffending in Kent as ‘life 
changing’. 

The project - the Kent and Medway Integrated 
Offender Management (IOM) scheme - unites a 
variety of agencies under one umbrella, all work¬ 
ing together to try and crack the cycle of crime 
and reoffending and the factors which lead to it. 

It currently works with around 200 offenders 
across the county. 

Agencies working as part of the scheme in¬ 
clude Kent Police, the Probation Service, the 
Drugs Intervention Programme and Jobcentre 
Plus, among others. 

Each district and borough council has a local 
community safety unit which delivers the 
scheme, managing around 10-15 offenders. 

IOM, which tackles the most prolific offenders, 
has only been running for a year, but is already 
seeing positive results. Early indications suggest 
it will reduce reoffending rates, although exact 
figures are not yet available. 

James, 21, who is on probation and managed 
by the Thanet office, has been in and out of pris¬ 
on since he was 15 after his hopes of becoming a 
footballer were dashed. 

He said: “I played football for Millwall until I 
was 15 and I severed my tendon. It started to go 
downhill from there.” 

He went on become a user of cannabis and 
cocaine and commit burglaries. 

“I came out of prison, got motivated and de¬ 
cided I wanted to change. I moved from London 
to Thanet. IOM has given me lots of help and mo¬ 
tivated me,” he said. 

James now has his Construction Skills Certifi¬ 
cate Scheme (CSCS) labouring card and hopes 
to work in the construction industry. He is ex¬ 
pecting a baby with his girlfriend. 

He said: “I want to do well for my kid and get a 
job. I would not have had the motivation without 


IOM. I would recommend IOM to people that are 
in prison and want to change their lives. If you 
want something in life, you have to go for it.” 

Offenders are selected for the IOM scheme if 
they show they want to change and leave crime 
behind them. 

Probation officer Sally Reader said: “Before 
[the IOM] different agencies were doing different 
things which was not very cost-effective and we 
did not know what anybody else was doing.” 

Another offender Amy, 36, a former herion 
addict, was sentenced to five years in prison for 
robbery. She was released this summer. 

For her, the moment she realised she wanted 
to change was during the last year of her sen¬ 
tence when she was allowed to visit her family. 

She said: “The IOM is really supportive. On my 
release I wanted to change everything. During 
one of my home visits at Christmas I thought this 
is not where I want to be when I get out. 

“There were too many expectations and I 
wanted to better myself. ” 

Amy, who is originally from the south west, 
moved to Kent and is managed by the Maidstone 
IOM. 

She said: “I had one blip; three weeks after I 
was released I took cocaine. As soon as I had 
done it I knew I had made a massive mistake.” 

Now she wants to be a hairdresser and eventu¬ 
ally run her own business. 

She said: “I’m the one that keeps myself out of 
prison. IOM stops any unhealthy thinking. It’s 
the best thing I could have done for myself. ” 

Sarah Billiald, chief executive for Kent Proba¬ 
tion, said: “This is not short term. They are start¬ 
ing their lives over. 

“We could see crime in Kent reducing year on 
year. If we are going to keep crime going down 
we have to tackle reoffending and break the cy¬ 
cle. We have to tackle underlying issues.” 

Steve Corbishley, chief superintendent at Kent 
Police, said: “It’s also about getting individuals 
to face up to the consequences and the impact of 
their behaviour on victims.”

Beheaded cat among series 
of gruesome moggy deaths

A CLOSE-KNIT community has been left devas¬ 
tated after a spate of cat killings involving the 
felines being strangled by snares. 

In the most shocking case, one cat was found 
with its head and paws removed. 

Residents in the Belcaire Close area of Lympne, 
near Folkestone, said the problem had been 
going on for almost two years, with cats found 
trapped in snares, another found doused in creo¬ 
sote, and five others disappearing in recent 
months. 

A series of cat deaths was seen in Medway ear¬ 
lier this year, with 10 killed in January through 
antifreeze poisoning - thought by the RSPCA to 
be deliberate - in St John’s Road and several 
more in recent months in roads nearby. 

Aafke Kromdijk, whose own cat Thomas was 
killed in Lympne, said it was extremely distress¬ 
ing for pet owners. 

“We were so happy moving to Lympne, but 
this has been ruined by a sadistic person who 
must not have a conscience,” she said. 

“There are so many pensioners who live 
around here with their only company being their 
cat or dog, and this is very worrying for them.” 

The 33-year-old said her own cat died in Au¬ 
gust after becoming trapped in a snare. 

“A neighbour rescued him, but after cutting 
him free she was not able to catch him. He was 


found dead two days later with a piece of black 
string next to him, the same type that had been 
used in the snare. 

“I spoke to neighbours and found this had 
been happening for a while, especially in the Bel¬ 
caire Close area where cats keep going missing. 

“This was confirmed by the community war¬ 
den and there was also a mention in the village 
newsletter.” 

Miss Kromdijk said someone living in the vil¬ 
lage was trying to keep foxes out of their garden 
and had admitted cats might also be getting 
caught. 

“This person doesn’t care - they’ve admitted 
they don’t want cats in their garden,” she said. 

Another neighbour, who asked not to be 
named, said her cat had recently gone missing. 

“He didn’t stray very much but he just disap¬ 
peared overnight. Somebody said they heard a cat 
screaming in the early hours of the morning. 

“I suppose you think it’s cats fighting, but now 
I can only imagine what was happening. 

“We’ve had cats before that were attacked by 
foxes or run over, but there was always some 
evidence of what had happened. 

“In this case our cat just disappeared.” 

An RSPCA spokeswoman said the charity was 
investigating the cat deaths. 

“It is very worrying for cat owners in the area. 
“We would ask anyone with any information to 
contact the RSPCA in confidence on 
03001234999,” she said.

Trouble-struck families 
told it’s cheaper to talk

A MEDIATION service is urg¬ 
ing families to seek help to dis¬ 
cuss their troubles rather than 
plunging into the expensive 
and emotionally draining legal 
system. 

The Kent Family Mediation 
Service (KFMS) will be holding 
an open day at its Sittingbourne 
office in London Road on 
Thursday, offering a chance for 
those involved in disputes to 
see the services it can provide 
in a bid to reach amicable solu¬ 
tions. 

And with changes to legal 
aid due to come into force next 
year, with plans to reduce the 
number of people able to access 
the legal service, KFMS says 
discussions through a mediator 
would be beneficial for a 
number of struggling families. 

Service manager Karen 
Clarke said: “If these changes 
come into effect, then dispute 
resolution may be the only 
route for clients to get free help,

as legal aid will still be available 
through mediation. 

“We can assess all clients for 
legal aid and if eligible, the 
service is completely free and 
unlike legal aid via a solicitor, 
this does not need to be paid 
back. If clients are not eligible, 
our subsidised fees apply.” 

KFMS serves people across 
Kent at a number of offices, and 
has seen client numbers double 


in the last three years after gov¬ 
ernment backing and increas¬ 
ing awareness of the services 
provided. 

Conflicts dealt with by the 
not-for-profit company include 
issues raised by separating par¬ 
ents, and the division of prop¬ 
erty and access to children and 
parenting issues. 

The charity has provided 
help for families for 20 years 
and recently moved to its new 
office in Sittingbourne. 

Head of mediation practice, 
Joan Bishop, said: “Mediation 
helps separated families move 
on whilst continuing strong 
ties with other family members 
and friends. 

“In a challenging and lonely 
time, mediation offers support 
in creating the best outcomes 
for everybody involved.” 

The open day will be held on 
Thursday, October 18, at their 
office in London Road between 
10am and 4pm.

Snapshot of the world 
through Victorian’s eyes

A FASCINATING window has been opened onto 
the way the world once was - and not only pro¬ 
vides a fascinating glimpse of a bygone age, but 
captures one borough’s transformation from 
small Kent town to thriving London suburb. 

A rare display of early photos from across the 
globe has gone on show at a special exhibition. 

Hundreds of pictures, including snapshots of 
north Kent, have been put on display at an exhi¬ 
bition called Illuminated World in Bexley. 

Victorian explorer Arthur Boswell, who had a 
passion for amateur photography, took photos 
during his visits to exotic places including the 
African plains and the Norwegian fjords. 

However, the keen photographer also found 
time to capture his Kent surrounding more than 
a hundred years ago, and some of his 14,000 
images are being displayed at Hall Place. 

He also worked locally as a cinema projection¬ 
ist, and took on other occupations such as histo¬ 
rian and palmist. 

Boswell’s photos were created from original 
glass lantern slides, which were first used in the 
mid-1800s, and also contains shots from Italy. 

Experts say Boswell’s photos show the time 
when the area was transformed from a vital part 
of the Kentish countryside into a London suburb. 

Bexley Heritage Trust chief executive Caroline 
Worthington said: “We hope that Bexley’s resi¬ 
dents will enjoy taking a trip down memory lane 
with us during their visit to Illuminated World 
through images which chart the changing faces 
of the borough. 

“Illuminated World is an exhibition we are 
delighted to unveil. We know it will appeal to 
photography and history lovers as it will local 
residents.” 

And this will be the first time the images have 
been put on public display after being unearthed 
from the town’s local archive. 

The original photographic equipment which 
Boswell used will also be displayed at the exhibi¬ 
tion, and it is hoped people be enchanted by the 
old photos. 

Hall Place collections manager, Kirsty Mack- 



len, said: “Little is known of both Boswell and 
indeed of many of the subjects shown in the pic¬ 
tures, which make them both captivating and 
mysterious. 

“By definition, photography was so different 
then which makes for an interesting counter¬ 
point to the pervasiveness of digital photography 
today.” 

The exhibition remains on display until March 
17 at Hall Place in Bexley. Admission is £7 for 
adults, with concessions charged £5.

Airport plan simply outdated 


Friends of the Earth campaigner Jenny Bates says proposals for an 
airport on the Thames estuary fly in the face of environmental fears 


THE Thames estuary is a magi¬ 
cal and precious landscape and 
a vital habitat for hundreds of 
thousands of birds - the last 
thing we should be doing there 
is building a massive interna¬ 
tional airport. 

But this nightmare prospect 
for local people and wildlife 
could become a reality if Lon¬ 
don Mayor Boris Johnson gets 
his way. 

There isn’t a capacity crisis, 
but there is a very real environ¬ 
mental crisis. 

The truth is there is no need 
to build any new airports or to 
expand existing ones in the 
South East. 

Airport expansion would cre¬ 
ate more noise and pollution 
misery for thousands of people, 
destroy wildlife, and make it far 
harder to meet legally-binding 
UK climate targets. 

The Thames estuary and its 
surrounding marshes are offi¬ 
cially recognised as Special 
Protection Areas and serve as 


an important migration hub 
for hundreds of thousands of 
birds. They are also covered by 
the Ramsar Convention as 
wetlands of international im¬ 
portance, an agreement which 
provides for the conservation 
and good use of wetlands. 

Far from being wastelands, 
the area is home to thousands of 
species and needs to be protect¬ 
ed, not bulldozed for a reckless 
project that simply isn’t needed. 

Climate change is the biggest 
threat to the planet we all de¬ 
pend on. The economic dam¬ 
age it could cause if we don’t 
take urgent steps to tackle cli¬ 
mate change will dwarf our 
current financial difficulties. 

If the aviation industry 
doesn’t play its part in cutting 
carbon emissions, other sec¬ 
tors, such as housing, will have 
to make even bigger cuts to 
compensate. 

Airport expansion makes no 
economic sense, despite the im¬ 
pression given by the mislead¬ 


ing spin of the aviation indus¬ 
try. The need to service demand 
for emerging overseas markets 
is often put forward as a reason 
for new airports or runways, 
but London already has more 
flights to the world’s top busi¬ 
ness centres than any of its 
European competitors. 

The aviation industry is get¬ 
ting a great deal at the moment 

- it effectively receives a huge 
multi-billion pound subsidy 
from UK taxpayers because of 
tax-free aviation fuel, no VAT 
on buying new aircrafts or 
servicing planes, and duty free 
sales - and this will rise if 
aviation is allowed to expand. 

Changes in the way the avia¬ 
tion industry operates could 
mean better services for people 
and the planet. 

At the moment runway 
space is often clogged up with 
flights to British destinations or 
places such as Paris or Brussels 

- destinations which could eas¬ 
ily be reached by train.

If more slots for long-haul 
destinations are needed, air¬ 
lines could swap short-haul 
flights to long-haul flights. 

To help make this happen, 
ministers should prioritise better 
and faster public transport and 
make it cheaper and easier to use 
trains instead of environment¬ 
wrecking short-haul flights. 

Businesses should also be en¬ 
couraged to fly less and use 
technology like video confer¬ 
encing to save on travel, which 
would save them time and 
money, too. 

With a number of airport ex¬ 
pansion plans being floated, 
many will start to question the 
flimsy arguments put forward 
by the pro-aviation lobby. 

The fact is, aviation expan¬ 
sion affects all of us, and isn’t 
necessary for our economy to 
thrive. 

Boris Johnson says expand¬ 
ing Heathrow would be “sim¬ 
ply mad”. A Thames Estuary 
airport would be equally crazy.

Ambitious plan could 
mean welcome work 

IT SOUNDS almost as far-fetched as 
something out of a movie script, but it’s 
true - Kent could be the setting of a new 
£2bn leisure and theme park, dreamed 
up by Hollywood giant Paramount and 
expected to rival Disneyland Paris. 

Without doubt this could be a hugely 
positive move for our county. The 28,000 
jobs will help some who have struggled 
to find work during the recession, and 
the promise by the creators to use local 
produce will give businesses a boost. 

There will no doubt be a mixed 
response to these plans, with some 
people who may think the land could be 
better used. But let’s be positive. It’s not 
everyday we’re promised thousands of 
jobs and the chance for the world’s eyes 
to be on Kent.

While these billions of 
pounds go into the Treasury 
coffers, latest Department for 
Transport figures show that 
every passenger mile by train 
is subsidised to the tune of 
8.1pper mile.

Airport could 
be a blessing 

I READ with interest the article 
by Dean Kilpatrick in KoS on 
September 30. 

It is good to see so many 
opinions by people who 
obviously have a genuine and 
well-meaning interest in the 
proposals for airport expansion 
in the Thames estuary. 

However, I do have two 
minor quibbles regarding the 
information in the article. 

Firstly, the location of the 
Richard Montgomery as given 
appears to be several miles 
from and midway between 
the published locations of the 
Boris Island and Lord Foster’s 
Cliffe Airport proposal, 
therefore it would be the flight 
paths and not the runways 
that would be affected by a 
‘time bomb catastrophe’. 

Secondly, munitions and 
explosives are not the same; the 
explosive content of munitions, 
dependant of type, can be less 
than half the total weight. 

Nevertheless, the Richard 
Montgomery has been rotting 
for nearly 70 years and little 
concern has been shown by 
the authorities for the people 
of Sheerness and surrounding 
areas until the coming of the 
airport proposals. 

From the dire consequences 
expressed by some, you would 
have thought the environmen¬ 
talists and local authorities 
would have been pressing for 
the evacuations of the entire 
area over the years. I can’t 
remember any plans being 
mooted for this dreadful event 
if and when it might happen. 

The coming of an estuary 
airport may not be the blight 
on the north Kent coast as 
expected, but rather its 
saviour. The removal of the 
Richard Montgomery would 
be expensive, but possible 
due to the vast advances in 
underwater working thanks to 
the offshore oil industry.

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Working hard to solve 
problem of holiday pay 


IF I am employed legitimately 
I ‘on the books’ by a business, but 
^ Kmy earnings vary because I am 
paid by the number of jobs per week, 
am I entitled to holiday pay? If so, how 
would it be calculated? 

A ALL full-time employees who 
work five days a week are 
entitled to 28 days of paid 
holidays each year. Part-time workers 
have their paid leave scaled down, so 
someone working two-and-a-half days 
a week would be allowed 14 days of 
holidays with pay. These days do 
include bank holidays, though. 

And, of course, this is the minimum 
entitlement. Some employers allow 
more. For most people, the rate of 
holiday pay is simply their normal 
earnings. So anyone who is paid 
monthly will receive their normal 
monthly pay. No special calculations 
are needed. But if your earnings are 
not a regular amount, some individual 
arithmetic is called for. As a piece 
worker, paid by the job, your holiday 
pay will be the average of your 
earnings over the previous 12 weeks. 
For example, if you earn £300 a week 
for six weeks, and then £200 a week 
for the following six weeks, this comes 
to a total of £3,000. Divide by 12 and 
your average earnings are £250, so if 
you take a week’s holiday, this is the 
holiday pay you should receive. 


Q A FIRM I worked for in the 
19 70s has told me I am due a 
pension of £45 a month. Can I 
claim this as a lump sum? I am 60. 

A THE answer depends on what 

other pensions you can claim. If 
all your pension savings added 
together come to less than £18,000, you 
can draw this as a lump sum. Otherwise, 
you have to take the pension. 


Q I WILL be 75 in October. I 
believe I shall qualify for an 
extra tax allowance, but do I 
need to claim this or will it be given 
automatically? 

THE tax threshold for anyone 
over 7 5 and on a modest income 
-under £25,400 a year-is 
£10,660. You should get this auto¬ 
matically. The taxman must know 
your age as you will already be 
receiving the extra allowance for those 
in the 65-74 age bracket. 


A A FRIEND died without leaving 
any will, though I know she 
would have wished a local 
charity to benefit. I made inquiries and 
was told her estate was ‘bona vacan¬ 
tia’, so belonged to the Crown. Can you 
confirm this and say what it means? 



A ’Bona vacantia’ is Latin. It 
means ‘goods without an 
owner’. If someone dies 
without leaving a will, and there are 
no known relatives to apply to 
administer the estate, the Treasury 
Solicitor’s Department - a government 
agency - will take control of the 
deceased’s property and try to trace 
any remaining family. If inquiries and 
advertisements fail to turn up any 
claimants, after a period everything 
left by the deceased will pass to the 
Government. 


Q MY boyfriend and I are in 

permanent jobs. He is a teacher 
and I am a civil servant. We 
want to buy somewhere together, 
and we can afford the mortgage 
repayments, but what we do not have 
is the deposit. Banks and building 
societies seem to think that everyone 
can put down about 20pc of the price 
of the property, but it is impossible to 
save this much when you have to pay 
rent on your current home. 

A THE days when lenders would 
stump up lOOpc of the 
purchase price are long gone. 
Now, the best deals seem to be reserved 
for borrowers who can find at least 
20pc or 30pc as a deposit, which rules 
out almost all first-time buyers. There 
are three ways round this for you. 

Some lenders will accept a guarantee 
from your parents or take their savings 
into account. National Counties 
Building Society will lend up to 95pc, 
as long as your parents own enough 
equity in their own home to provide a 
guarantee. There is also the govern¬ 
ment’s Homebuy scheme (www. 
homebuy.co.uk), which lets you buy a 
stake in a new house or flat without 
having to buy it all. You share 
ownership with a housing association 
and rent its share until you can afford 
to enlarge your stake. And finally, a 
few lenders will offer 95pc mortgages. 
Newcastle Building Society offers a 
two-year fix at 6.25pc interest, with 
no arrangement fee. And the Leeds 
has a very good five-year fix at 6.23pc, 
although you will need to find a fee of 
£999.

Being switched on can 
save you in the long run 

Knowing your rights as an energy customer can help to 
keep your bills down. ADAM AIKEN reports 


WITH the nights drawing in and 
winter only weeks away, household¬ 
ers are being urged to know their 
rights when it comes to their domes¬ 
tic fuel supply. 

The cost of heating a home is likely 
to spike during the winter, and with 
millions of people likely to be strug¬ 
gling to meet their bills, we are being 
encouraged to find out what extras 
we could be due. 

The first rule all households should 
follow is to make sure they are on the 
best tariff. To this end, it is worth 
shopping around at least every cou¬ 
ple of years for the cheapest deals. 

But it does not stop there - and 
Consumer Focus, regulator Ofgem 
and the energy industry have teamed 
up to draw attention to your rights. 

Every household in the country will 
receive a booklet over the coming 
months offering impartial advice. 

In the meantime, Consumer Focus 
has outlined 10 top tips that might 
help you get a better deal on your gas 
and electricity. 

“Households across the country are 
worried about their energy bills,” said 
Adam Scorer, director of policy and 
external affairs at Consumer Focus. 

“But the simple fact is many people 
don’t know what their rights are, or 
where to find help, and they could be 
losing out as a result. 

“We want to help consumers to 
keep more money in their pocket by 
putting the information they need at 
their fingertips. 

“The Staying Connected booklet, 
which will be hitting doormats soon, 
is an easy reference guide that people 
can use to help get the most from 
their energy firm and tackle any 
problems that may arise.” 

TOP TIPS 

■ You don’t have to wait around at 
home all day for a meter reader or 
engineer. 

If your energy firm needs to visit 
you at home, you are entitled to a 
two-hour appointment slot and 
compensation if it is missed: £20 if it 
is gas-related, £22 for electricity and 
£42 for both. 

If it has made a mistake and un¬ 
derestimated your bills, your supplier 
cannot backdate charges for more 
than a year. 

But bear in mind that you can help 
make sure your bill is correct by giv¬ 
ing regular meter readings to your 
supplier. 

This will help prevent a shock 
should your provider take its own 
meter reading and find you have 
been paying too little. 


■ Your energy supplier must give 
you 30 days’ notice of any price rises, 
and it cannot implement an increase 
if you tell it within 15 working days 
that you’re leaving. It also can’t 
charge fixed-term customers exit fees 
if they switch within this time. 

■ Households can claim compensa¬ 
tion for power-cuts from their energy 
distributors (as opposed to their sup¬ 
pliers). 

This is set at a rate of £54 for a pow¬ 
er-cut of 18 hours, and £27 for each 
additional 12 hours without power; 
or £54 for four or more power-cuts of 
at least three hours in a year. 

■ If you are a pensioner, disabled or 
chronically sick, you can get help 
through your supplier’s Priority 
Services Register. 

This includes free quarterly meter 
readings; bills in large print or Braille, 
or sent to a friend or relative; and a 
free annual gas safety check for those 
in receipt of means-tested benefits. 

If you switch energy supplier, you 
have 14 days to change your mind 
and cancel the switch, without in¬ 
curring any charges. 

■ It should take no longer than five 
weeks to switch supplier - two weeks 
for the cooling-off period and three 
for the switch itself. Suppliers have 
also committed to make switching 
hassle-free, so the buck stops with 
them rather than with you if there 
any problems. 

■ You are entitled to £250 compen¬ 
sation if you are switched to an en¬ 
ergy firm without your permission - 
something known as “slamming”. 
You are also entitled to compensa¬ 
tion if you can prove you were delib¬ 
erately misled by a salesman. 


■ If you get into debt, your supplier 
must agree repayments that are af¬ 
fordable for you. The company can¬ 
not set the amount itself. 

■ Suppliers offer free insulation to 
people on low incomes, and this cuts 
an average of £120 a year off your 
energy bill. 

Many energy companies also offer 
cash incentives to low-income house¬ 
holds that take up the offer of free 
insulation, and some provide free in¬ 
sulation to other customers, as well. 

ENERGY UK - an umbrella group for 
the gas and electricity industry - said 
it was aware of the pressure being felt 
by the many people who struggle to 
pay their bills while the economy re¬ 
mains bleak. 

“Energy companies recognise that 
the cost of gas and electricity, and a 
whole range of household bills, is 
a real concern for people in these 
difficult financial times,” said 
Christine McGourty, director of 
communications and public affairs 
at Energy UK. 

“They take their responsibilities to 
all their customers extremely seri¬ 
ously, and there are a range of 
schemes in place to help those in par¬ 
ticular need, including offers of free 
or subsidised insulation, as listed in 
the Staying Connected booklet. 

“It’s important that all customers 
know their rights when making any 
kind of purchase, and energy is no 
different.” 

If you think you qualify for any of 
these extras - or if you have concerns 
about your energy bill - your first 
port of call should be your supplier. 

But if that gets you nowhere and 
you want free, impartial advice on 
your situation, pop along to your lo¬ 
cal Citizens Advice office.

Federation’s fears for fairness of 
banking compensation scheme

THE compensation system for small firms 
that have been mis-sold complex financial 
products has serious failings, the Federation of 
Small Businesses (FSB) has told Chancellor 
George Osborne. 

The federation has cited the example of a Kent 
hotel company, Castlewood Enterprises, which 
operates hotels in Folkestone and Canterbury 
and bought two Interest Rate Swap Agreements 
(IRSAs) from Barclays Capital in 2007-8. 

Since the base rates fell below 3.25 per cent, 
the business has been penalised with these 
IRSAs and has been paying a ‘kicker rate’, which 
currently amounts to more than £700,000. 

The FSB has written to all MPs in Kent to ask 
that they put pressure on the Chancellor to put a 
redress system in place that better suits the needs 
of small firms. 

Nationally, the FSB has written to the Chan¬ 
cellor, following a meeting with the Financial 
Services Authority (FSA) - the independent reg¬ 
ulator that devised the system - and says the 
redress process does not have the confidence of 
small firms, lacks transparency and will not help 
those firms affected as quickly as needed. 


The FSA’s pilot scheme started this autumn 
and involves 50 claimants from each of the 
banks. The FSB wants an urgent rethink and 
says it isn’t too late to implement a redress 
process, totally independent of the banks, that 
ensures consistency across all cases. 

It agreed with the findings of the FSA’s report 
of June 2012 that there was evidence of mis- 
selling. However, the organisation did not agree 
with its proposed method of redress, believing 
that an independent system, run separately from 
the banks that mis-sold the products, was the 
best course of action. 

The FSB is calling for a system with the follow¬ 
ing five principles: 

■ Scope Clear and objective rules agreed by the 
banks, the FSA and the business community, 
which assesses eligibility and bars those in¬ 
eligible for compensation at a very early stage. 

■ Fair The scheme must be separate from the 
banks that mis-sold the products, with a full 
appeals process if the claimant is turned down to 
avoid legal action. 

■ Swift Small firms are still paying very high 
amounts of money for these products, impacting 
cash-flow and in some cases costing jobs. 

■ Transparent The current scheme does not 
show the type of transparency that small firms 


need to ensure they are being treated consist¬ 
ently and fairly. 

■ Right to appeal The appeals process must be 
clear and not go through the legal routes. 

Roger House, FSB chairman for Kent and 
Medway, said: “This is not the first time we have 
raised our concerns. 

“With 24 hours to go until the pilot scheme 
starts, we’re deeply concerned that, as it stands, 
the scheme provides no incentive for the banks 
to go and find the small firms that have been 
affected to compensate them. 

“FSB member Castlewood Enterprises has 
been arguing with Barcap over the last couple of 
years; to break the swaps now would cost them 
in excess of £900,000. 

“The views of small firms have been complete¬ 
ly ignored in designing the redress process and 
we’ve had little response to our concerns from 
the FSA. The FSB believes the independent sys¬ 
tem could be implemented as quickly as the 
FSA’s solution and at a lower cost. 

“Small firms have been badly affected by the 
mis-selling of these schemes. However, without 
the key element of independence, small firms 
will be deeply sceptical that the very bank that 
mis-sold the product to them is running its own 
compensation scheme.”

Chris Larner 


Help me die... please 

Dave Mairs speaks to the writer who assisted 
his former wife in her journey to end her Life 


T HE marriage between Chris Larner 
and Allyson Lee didn’t last long. It 
did, though, produce a son and the 
pair stayed good friends after going 
their separate ways. 

Given the early demise of the 
marriage, events had unfolded as positively as 
might have been hoped, while the story in itself 
is not so unusual. Except that in this case, 
almost 25 years after their divorce, Allyson 
asked Chris to help her end her life. 

Being asked to help facilitate the death of his 
“good buddy” and mother of his son was surely 
as difficult a challenge as he could expect to face 
in life, but Chris remained practical, sanguine 
even. 

“I said ‘If it comes to it... you’ve got to make 
that decision. Who am I to argue with that?”’ 

And two years after he was asked, Chris did 
indeed travel with Allyson and her sister 
Vivienne to the Dignitas clinic in Switzerland, 
where, as planned, her life was ended. 

It is a tale told in Chris’s play An Instinct For 
Kindness, which comes to Theatre Royal 
Margate this month. 

“Allyson was diagnosed with multiple 
sclerosis [MS] in the early 1980s,” said Chris, a 
52-year-old writer, actor and director. “She 
fought it and had a successful career teaching 
drama, but she was always fighting fatigue and 
the collapse of her body. 

“In about 2005 her condition really started 
deteriorating. In 2008 Allyson looked at her 
health and decided that if this carried on she 
wouldn’t want it any more.” 

When she first raised the issue of assisted 
suicide with Chris, “it was more as a theoretical 
question than a long-term thing”. 

“It wasn’t a decision she would have come to 
lightly and she wouldn’t have asked me in 
terms of pity. She was strong-willed and a 
fighter, but it was getting harder to find any 
enjoyment in her life.” 

The matter came to a head after the winter of 
2009, which Allyson had found “really hard- 
going”. 

“What often happens with people with MS is 
that when the warmer weather comes back, 
they get back a measure of their health. That 
didn’t happen this time.” 

Allyson’s life was becoming an increasing 
struggle. “She was wheelchair-bound, she had 
lost control of her bowels and her arms had 
stopped working.” 

In spring 2010 she decided she could not face 
another winter. The journey to Dignitas was 
confirmed, but there was to be no plain sailing. 
“It’s not as simple as people think - you don’t 


just turn up. They check you very thoroughly. 
You have to become a member first and they 
prefer it if you’ve been a member for some time 
to show you’re committed to what they’re 
doing. 

“There’s a lot of form-filling and bureaucracy. 
It’s lengthy, exhausting and exhaustive. The 
whole thing took about five months.” 

The practicalities were not helped by the fact 
that Allyson, who was 60, lived in Yorkshire 
and Chris in London. But there was no stopping 
the momentum being gathered and finally 
the three arrived at the country in which 
Allyson would die. 

“It’s funny, the few days in 
Switzerland were like a bit of a 
holiday. We were able to have those 
difficult conversations - it’s like 
when someone leaves the room. It 
was bittersweet and it was possible to 
say things you wouldn’t normally be 
able to.” 

Chris and Vivienne, a nurse 
and who was “absolutely in 
favour”, were with Allyson 
when the time came. 

“She’s lying on a bed. She 
has a pre-med. There’s a 
foul-tasting drink. 

“What is odd is they 
say you’ll drink this and 
fall asleep. You think 
they’ll get drowsy, see 
fluffy pink elephants 
and so on. But it’s Bang! 

Head on the pillow. She 
was asleep, she was 
snoring. It took about 
quarter of an hour. ” 

Some two years on, does 
he have any regrets? 

“My regret is that 
Allyson was so ill. 

Nothing could be done 
for her. I hear talk of a 
possible cure, say on 


the radio, and it’s heartbreaking. I miss Allyson. 
I don’t regret helping Allyson.” 

However sure anyone could ever be about such 
actions, there is still a moral issue to address. 

“As an overview, I don’t have a problem with it, 
as long as the appropriate checks for such things 
as depression are made. It’s self-determination. 

“When it got to the practicalities, when it 
came to taking her to Switzerland - she couldn’t 
have done it by herself -1 asked ‘Is it right to 
help her to do this?’. 

“Allyson never had any doubts. If she’d once 
turned round and asked, I’d have said I’d 
rather you stay alive but this is your 
decision. 

“Our lives are our own. I’m not 
religious and Allyson certainly wasn’t. 
There was no question of there being a 
god to upset.” 

The pair talked lengthily with their 
son over what they were doing. “He 
had no political or philosophical 
objections, but when it came 
to it he didn’t want her to 
go... it was his mum.” 
Chris’s conviction in 
what he did still burns 
bright. “Allyson was 
an extremely self- 
reliant woman who 
stood up for herself 
and made a life for 
herself. To see her 
become frightened 
and vulnerable... 
“There were no 
medical options - her 
body wasn’t working. 
Her bravery and single- 
mindedness were an 
inspiration. At the end she 
had dignity and self- 
control - she found a bit 
of that.” 

To his surprise, there 
have been no legal 


ramifications. “Not even when we were at the 
planning stage. It was known that the police 
were embarrassed at the prospect of prosecuting 
people such as me, but I had half-expected them 
to come and question me.” 

And An Instinct For Kindness - a process of 
catharsis or something more geared to one of 
the great debates of our time? 

“It started with a political thing in mind - but 
it was going to be a dry old piece. There was a 
story I had to tell - her bravery and fight for self- 
determination. 

“As the piece developed, I started getting 
angry at the bureaucracy and official loopholes 
through which Allyson had to jump. 

“I’ve since got involved in the whole 
campaign to get this discussed. What we’re 
good at in this country is silence, but that can’t 
happen here - this won’t go away. What I really 
want from this play is for it to engage people in 
debate. So Allyson didn’t die in vain. 

“I was hoping for a picket outside. I think 
there would have been more criticism if it had 
been on TV, but it’s not quite the same with 
theatre - you go if you want.” 

You might, in truth, not imagine An Instinct 
For Kindness to provide the most cheery of 
nights out, but Chris highlights its warmer 
aspects. 

“I can’t pretend it’s not a heart-rending piece 
of theatre, but it’s uplifting - life-affirming. It 
was nearly a gloom-fest, but part of its success 
has been that it’s so much more.” 

The critics have been few. “I was rather 
fearful that people would see it as a tasteless 
exercise, but I’ve had emails and letters saying 
that people had found it far from that. ” 

Aside from its role in the debate on assisted 
suicide, his play, which won the Scotsman 
Fringe First award in 2011 and has run in the 
West End this year, stands as Chris’s loving 
tribute to a woman who took the decision to 
end her suffering by travelling to another 
country and having her life taken from her. 

“You can bring the body back, but they 
recommend cremation in Switzerland and the 
ashes being returned, which was a bit odd. 
They’re so efficient, the Swiss...”

It’s no myth that Manolis offers 
a traditional Greek experience 


T he term is ‘Grecophile’ - someone 
who has a keen interest in all 
things Greek. Both my guest and I 
for the evening at Manolis Taverna 
in Canterbury fall into that 
category, thanks to countless trips 
to countless islands and hundreds of meals at 
the hands of Aegean chefs. 

So the offer of “authentic Greek cuisine” on 
the Manolis website was too tempting to ignore. 
Since 1989 the restaurant has resided in the 
former Ben Johnson pub in the city centre and 
from the outside looks like a typical old boozer. 

On the inside it looks like a typical back-street 
taverna you would find on a Greek island. 
Checkered tablecloths, dodgy MDF shelving 
hosting bottles of ouzo and metaxa, white 
paper-napkins and paintings of white tiled 
buildings by the sea strewn across the walls... 
With tables seated very close together, it’s a 
carbon-copy of the real thing. 

We had heard that opting for the Manolis 
meze, the Greek version of tapas, at £22.95 per 
person would not leave us disappointed, so with 
a bottle of Mythos beer in hand the evening 
began and the dishes began to appear. 

First up came two large, flat pitta breads, 
closer to a naan than the Turkish-style pitta you 
would get from Tesco. They arrived with

traditional pink whipped taramasalata as well 
as the crushed chickpea houmous and the 
garlic and cucumber tzatziki. All were delicious, 
but the tzatziki was exceptional and very fresh. 

A classic Greek salad that could have served 
five followed, comprising olives, tomatoes, 
cucumber and bright, crumbly feta cheese. 

We added the nearby oil and vinegar for a 
decent dish - not the best Greek salad I have 
ever tasted, but it is the wrong time of year for 
the key ingredients. Along came the dolmades, 
or vine leaves, stuffed with spiced rice and beef. 
Again they were simple, fresh and impeccably 
cooked. Out came fried calamari and garlic king 


prawns. The squid was a little rubbery, but the 
prawns were succulent and incredibly moreish. 

The loukanika (spicy sausage meatballs with 
a tomato ragu) was next. It was very good but 
didn’t stand out among the other excellent 
dishes. 

The main course was still to come as part of 
the deal and we chose one each but to share. I 
opted for the giouvetsi, Greek pasta with lamb 
and tomato sauce. The tiny pasta grains in a sea 
of tender lamb and tomato ragu was superb and 
made for its own type of stew. 

My guest went for the souvlaki, a meaty dish 
of skewered chicken and pork kebabs. A little 
dry the way it was served up, but the mountains 
of dips and sauces took care of that. 

Another guest who joined us got stuck into 
the sea of dishes and ordered his own kleftiko 
(£12.95), similar to a ‘British’ lamb shank. It 
was tender and fell from the bone. 

A few drinks later and the three of us had still 
only spent £86, including service. An Olympic 
amount of good, well-made food, great 
atmosphere and great prices. No tragedy here.

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Pop-art guru likes ‘cheesy’ Broadstairs 
but he’s not so hot on works of Turner

TURNER Contemporary in Margate is host¬ 
ing an exhibition by American painter Alex 
Katz, described as “one of America’s most 
important and respected living artists”. 

Born in New York in 1927, Katz has 
enjoyed a career spanning six decades, with 
Turner bringing together a selection of his 
work from the 1950s to the present in the 
form of paintings, collages and cut-outs. 

Katz, who will be 86 this year, headed to 
the Thanet coast to talk about his pop-art- 
style paintings. 

“I think I’m a bit of an escapist and that 
adds up to the feel-good factor,” he said. “I 
want to give the public something pleas¬ 
ant. 

“Inspiration comes from all different 
things. We got a new TV set. We wanted to 
get a big one, and I noticed that the close- 
ups on the set were completely different to 
the close-ups they used in the early 60s, so 
I thought I would paint some close-ups. 

“Sometimes inspiration comes from 
ideas and sometimes from movies -1 got a 
lot of paintings from a Russian movie. 
There were people walking on the street 
among trees and snow. So I found a place 
in New York that had trees and I went and 
made a painting. I froze and it was awful. 
But I got seven or eight paintings out of it.”

The exhibition is entitled Give Me 
Tomorrow, a phrase with which he has 
been linked several times. 

He said: “We wanted a light title for the 
show, something ambiguous, and it came 
from a book of poetry that Carter Radcliffe 
wrote, so I just lifted it. 

“I made a suite of prints with that title 
that I did with Carter also.” 

It was also the title of a 2 8ft-tall and 
53ft-long piece that filled a billboard space 
above the Bowery Bar in New York in 2005. 

Katz said: “There was a British thing 
about Edward III, a Marlowe play I saw on 
TV and that had two men kissing in it. 

“I thought that was pretty shocking and 
when the Bowery offered me the billboard I 


thought a painting of two men kissing 
would be just right for New York at that 
time.” 

Katz is acknowledged as a hugely influ¬ 
ential precursor to the pop-art movement 
with which he became associated through¬ 
out the 1960s and included the likes of 
Andy Warhol. 

Many of his pieces are taken from family 
holidays and fun times at his seaside 
retreat of Lincolnville in Maine, a long way 
from his temporary home in Broadstairs. 

He said: “It [Broadstairs] is a charming 
town and typical of what I would expect. 
The ocean is always great to look at and I 
like the cheesy quality of the place.” 

Despite his work’s residence at the epon¬ 
ymous Margate centre, Turner is not one 
of Katz’s favourite artists. 

He said: “No, I don’t particularly like 
Turner, but he is real good. I saw the big 
show he had at the Royal Academy and I 
think he is highly skilled. 

“He had troubles with oil and what I 
most admired about his work was that he 
kept trying to get better and finally at the 
end he got to really dominate oils. 

“He is a guy I have a lot of admiration for, 
but he doesn’t connect with me so much.”

Bravo! What a year it’s been 
for the new-look Marlowe 


THE Marlowe Theatre in 
Canterbury is celebrating the 
one-year anniversary of its 
rebuild with news of record 
audience numbers. 

More than 325,000 people 
have attended an event at the 
new-look theatre, 11 per cent 
more than predicted before the 
ribbon was cut. 

With the likes of comedian 
Stephen Merchant, musician 
Jools Holland and mega-show 
Calendar Girls enjoying sell¬ 
out performances, it is not 
surprising theatre director 
Mark Everett is pleased. 

"It feels great, I feel we have 
got the initial difficulties of 
opening a new theatre behind 
us now," he said. "We have still 
got things we'd like to do to 
improve the building and how it 
operates, but the team has 
pulled together really well. 

"We have had some fantastic 
audiences and it is onwards 
and upwards from here." 

The theatre has boosted the 
east Kent economy, employing 
54 permanent members of 
staff and a further 162 part- 
time workers. 

The first year of The 
Marlowe's reincarnation has 
not been without its hiccups, 


including customer complaints 
over such matters as sound 
quality. 

"The interesting thing was 
that in terms of attendances 
we were doing very well," said 
Everett. "We were at the 100 
per cent mark through that 
first period. Our problems were 
in getting to know the building. 

"We moved in, in a bit of a 
rush. It was a bit like moving 
into a new house - it is always 
a lot more difficult than you 
thought it would be. 

"We had a few problems 
with the building, but people 
from the industry tell us that 
this is all normal. 

"But, critically for us, the 
work on the stage has been 
very good. Performers love this 
theatre - they really can’t wait 
to come back and have said 
that they find its dynamics, 
acoustics and facilities brilliant 
for performers of all kinds - 
dancers, actors, singers, the 
lot. That for me is the real test 
of its success. 

"We have already turned 
over the best part of £10 
million, so it's not a small 
production. I want to expand 
the programme still further - 
I think there’s a way to go."

SOME Jaguar fans have waited a lifetime for the 
stunning new F-Type Jaguar. 

As small boys, they will probably have stuck 
pictures of its illustrious forbear - the E-Type 
(1961-74)- in scrapbooks or on bedroom walls. 

Some 50 years after the classic roadster - 
and later coupe - made its debut, we finally 
have a Jaguar that could be called its successor 
and maybe some of those boys will have the 
wherewithal to order one, with prices from 
£58,500. 

They witnessed several false starts on the 
way, andtheXJ-S (1975-1996), XK8 (1997- 
2006) and current XK were all too large to be 
called E-Type successors. 

Perhaps the best chance that went begging 
came during Jaguar’s decade as part of Ford, 
before being sold on to current owner Tata in 
2008. This coincided with Ford’s controlling 
interest - now relinquished - in Mazda when it 
might have made sense to build a new E-Type 
using the excellent MX-5 roadster platform. 

As it is, those wanting the ‘new E-Type’ still 
have to wait until the middle of next year even 
if they order now, and the waiting list isn’t going 
to get any shorter any time soon after that. 

Admittedly, the ‘F’ probably doesn’t have the 
jaw-dropping looks of the E-Type, which still 
wins awards as a car and even as a work of art. 

At launch, the legendary Enzo Ferrari, who 
knew a bit about fast and gorgeous motors, 
called it “the most beautiful car ever made”, 
though this comment might have been through 
gritted teeth, for the style and pricing of the Jag 
caused headaches for his own company. 

The F-Type will gather many awards, 
though, for style and technology, while pricing 
may cause headaches against top-end rivals - 
though the Porsche Boxster looks good value. 

The F-Type’s muscular and sporting 
bodywork is all-aluminium, drawing on 
Jaguar’s known expertise, and the same 
material has been used for some underpinnings 
to further save weight and enhance the driving 
experience gained from also using a classic rear- 
wheel-drive sports-car layout. 

Three supercharged powertrains are offered 
for now; a new 3.0-litre V6 developed from 
Jaguar’s 5.0-litre V8 is available in either 
340PS (335bhp) or 380PS (375bhp), these 
two powering the entry model F-Type and the 
‘S’ (£67,500) and delivering 0-60mph in 5.1 
and 4.8 seconds respectively. 

The same V8 engine has also been tweaked 
to create the flagship F-Type V8S (£79,950) 
version, producing 496PS (488bhp) and 
capable of 0-60mph in 4.2 seconds. 

The use of the word ‘cockpit’ to describe 
sports-car interiors is often overworked, but not 
here, although Jaguar prefers the phrase ‘one 
plus one’ to emphasise how the aviation- 
inspired dashboard has been wrapped around 
the driver. There’s even a joystick-shaped shifter 
for the eight-speed automatic/manual gearbox.

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Peugeot's Swiss Army knife car

AFTER driving the world’s first-ever diesel- 
hybrid car earlier this year, I said Peugeot had 
created a motoring Swiss Army knife. 

Unfortunately, after a week with the Peugeot 
3008 Hybrid4 (from £26,995), I’ve realised that 
this is even truer than I’d thought; like the 
famous penknives with the white cross, the hy¬ 
brid’s versatility comes at a premium price made 
worse if you don’t use all the various gadgets. 

If all you really need is the road-going equi¬ 
valent of a sharp pocket knife, then you’d be 
thousands of pounds better off looking at a 
standard 3008, an excellent and versatile cross¬ 
over anyway, with several low-emission and 
consumption eco versions on offer. 

On the other hand, what you get with a ‘Swiss 
Army Peugeot’ hybrid 3008 is: 

■ The ability to run on all-electric zero-emission 
mode for limited periods - ideal for a local 
school run or shopping trip, which is when 
conventional engines are warming up and 
chucking most junk into the atmosphere. 

■ Low C02 emissions - some versions are ex¬ 
empt from road tax, and even the flagship 
model tested here escapes in year one and 
incurs just £20 thereafter. 

■ Four-wheel-drive - the diesel engine drives the 
front end, while the electric motor handles the 
rear. It’s not an off-roader, but it deals with 
rough tracks and keeps you safer on-road. 

■ Sporty performance - with a total of 200bhp 
when both parts of the powertrain are en¬ 
gaged, the Hybrid4 is a muscular performer 
and can do 0-62mph in 8.5 seconds. For sim¬ 
ilar performance from a conventional 3008, 
you must buy a petrol model or pay for 
£22,795 for the flagship 2.0-litre Allure diesel. 

■ Economy - the official combined fuel con¬ 
sumption figure is 70.5mpg; until the arrival 
of the Hybrid4, all other hybrids used petrol 
engines, which undermines their efforts to

beat the economy of conventional eco diesels, 
particularly at motorway speeds. 

But which of these ‘gadgets’ would you really 
use? Well, you’d want the economy and low 
emissions, but the most eco-friendly convention¬ 
al 3008 models are not far short of this perform¬ 
ance and priced at less than £20,000, and you 
get the usual 3008 crossover flexibility and 
space thrown in - the car will take five adults in 
comfort plus luggage. 

So the Hybrid4 might look pricey for private 
buyers unless they are committed - and well- 
heeled - eco warriors. On the other hand, 
company-car user-choosers and their fleet man¬ 
agers can afford to be dispassionate about price 
and eco credentials and look simply at its corp¬ 
orate car-park appeal and economics. 

Peugeot pitches the Hybrid4 as an executive 
model, so the car is particularly well equipped 
and visually upgraded against ‘standard’ 3008s, 
but the big lure is potentially huge savings on 


running costs and tax. Peugeot figures compar¬ 
ing the car with its nearest conventional 3008 
equivalent suggest a company-car-driver might 
save £7,558 over three years, with a further 
£1,500 saving in London Congestion Charge 
fees if they commute to the capital. 

The clincher, though, might be a test drive; on top 
of its technical genius, the Hybrid4 and Peugeot 
508 models launched using the same powertrain 
are nicer to drive than most rival petrol hybrids. 
The use of the diesel gives muscular performance 
without huge damage to fuel consumption - you 
would have to afford the bigger and more expen¬ 
sive Lexus 4 5Oh petrol hybrid (from £44,500) to 
get close to the entertainment value. 

From Peugeot’s point of view, it won’t end 
here because the French marque created a stan¬ 
dalone electric-power module for the rear of the 
Hybrid4. This can li n k to whatever internal 
combustion partner Peugeot chooses to site at 
the front of the vehicle.

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New generation of game-changing estate

BMW changed the way that car-buyers looked 
at estate cars when it launched the 3 Series 
Touring in the late 1980s. 

Of course, nobody was really fooled by the 
use of the fancy Touring suffix and, in truth, 
the estate-car back-end didn’t give you much 
more space than the saloon version. 

But BMW’s new Touring sold by suggesting 
the owner was someone with a big house or 
weekend cottage in rural parts, and partial to a 
bit of huntin’, shootin’ and fishin’. 

Before long, this ‘lifestyle’ or sporting-estate 
formula had been reproduced by other manufac¬ 
turers and the once-humble estate car had 
been elevated above its station as a car used by 
tradesmen and reps needing stowage for tools or 
boxes of sample goods. 

Five generations on from that game-changing 
derivative, BMW has now launched its latest 
Touring, priced from £29,380. 

While based on the latest 3 Series saloon, out 
earlier this year, much of the car is new apart 
from the front end. 

This has helped BMW give the car the largest 
load capacity in its class and boost practicality 
and flexibility while retaining its traditional 
lifestyle appeal. 

The estate body is also more harmonious than 
seen on the previous-generation car and three 
powerful yet frugal engine choices are available 
at launch, with even the £ 34,700 flagship 330d 
Touring (258bhp) posting a combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 55.4mpg while still able to hit 


62mph in just 5.6 seconds. The likely best-seller, 
though, is the 184bhp 320d entry model, 
offering a 60.1mpg combined figure while still 
cracking the 0-62mph sprint in 7.7 seconds. 

For those who want performance without the 
extra outlay for the 330d sporting diesel, there is 
also the 328i petrol version at a tempting 
£30,400; it’s just marginally slower at take-off 
(0-62mph in six seconds) and the combined 


fuel consumption is 41.5mpg. Interior styling 
is identical to its saloon sister, but it’s extra 
practicality that will attract Touring buyers; the 
loading sill is just 620mm off the ground and 
protected by a stainless-steel strip, while the new 
rear luggage area is 35 litres greater than before, 
at 49 5 litres. 

Luggage-securing lugs, coat-hooks, luggage 
net and strap and a storage compartment to the 


left of the load area are all standard. And those 
irritated by the need to stash the luggage cover 
when not needed will find they can store this 
under the boot floor. The tailgate glass can also 
be opened independently for the quick stashing 
of shopping or light items. 

With the seats folded, total overall space is 
1,500 litres and an electrically-powered tailgate 
is standard.

SHEPPEY rider Shane Byrne knows he cannot 
afford anything Less than first pLace this 
weekend as he bids for his third British Super¬ 
bike Championship title. 

It's the final three races of the series this 
weekend at Brands Hatch which is expecting a 
bumper crowd for the event, one of its highlights 
of the year. 

Byrne is currently 
leading the standings, 
but by just nine points 
over his closest rival. 

However he is hoping to 
make home advantage 
at his favourite track 
count. It's been a 
dramatic end to the 
season which has seen 
Tommy Hill lead 
throughout, but then 
fall to fourth in the 
crucial Showdown rides where the top six riders 
battle it out for the title. That’s Left the door 
open for Byrne to take advantage which he did in 
spectacular fashion as he took a first and a 
second in the first of the Showdowns in Assen. 
That was after coming back from a shoulder 
injury which ruled him out for several weeks. 

Byrne said: "To be honest, going into the 
Showdown I was third in the standings and I was 
quite happy with that as the pressure was on 
the guys in front of me. Now I have a nine point 
lead but it might as well be nothing when there 
are three lots of 25 points up for grabs. I think I 
am treating the weekend as though I am behind 
and the best we can do is three wins. 

"It is difficult to say how much better the bike 
is now compared to August as we don't know 
how much the other teams have moved on too 
since then. We know where we are and Brands 
Hatch wasn't that long ago so we have to 
approach the weekend ready to come straight 
out of the blocks for free practice. Our bike has 
worked well on the Grand Prix circuit in the past; 
I think that stands us in good stead and the boys 
have some good ideas on settings to try and 
improve some areas." 

Australian Josh Brookes lies second in the 
standings as he bids for a maiden title, however, 
young gun Alex Lowes closed the gap at 
Silverstone last time out and is only 15 points 
adrift. Defending champion Hill, from Becken¬ 
ham, faces one of the biggest challenges of his 
career to overturn the 42 point deficit.

Officials get a 
taste of Ward’s 
wrath as cards 
start mounting 
for the Brickies

JOINT Brickies boss Danny 
Ward has labelled the standard 
of refereeing embarrassing af¬ 
ter seeing his side rack up six 
red cards this season. 

Sittingbourne have had five 
sent off for two yellow cards, 
while Ashley Ulph received a 
straight red card on Saturday 
in the dramatic 3-2 win over 
Waltham & Hersham. 

But Ward insists there are no 
discipline problems at Bourne 
Park, and that just one of the 
dismissals was deserved.

They 
also finished with 10 men 
against Whitehawk in the FA

“The standard of officiating 
at the moment is not very good. 
Dissent is the one that gets on 
my nerves but none of them are 
dissent.

“We might need to go up to 
Wembley and explain our ac¬ 
tions, and we will do. The prob¬ 
lem is you can’t appeal against 
two yellow cards, and I’m not 
appealing against the red card 
because he deserved that. 

“The standard of officiating 
has gone down hill amazingly 
fast in my opinion. I absolutely 
hate going on about officials, 
they don’t deserve to be spoken 
about.” 

The bans played their part in 
the 4-3 loss at Horsham on 
Tuesday night. It wasn’t a re¬ 
sult which fans might have ex¬ 
pected after Sittingbourne 
thumped their opponents 4-0 
at Bourne Park in September in 
the FA Trophy. 

With Aaron Gough missing 
in defence and Jason Dolby ab¬ 
sent from midfield, the Brickies 
shipped four goals in the first 
38 minutes. A ‘quiet’ word 
from Ward at half time almost 
turned things around as Joe 
Taylor struck twice and Tom 
Loynes bagged the other. They 
also had a goal disallowed for 
offside. 

“I had a quiet word at half 
time and said can we please do 
better second half,” said Ward.

“We are scoring goals now but 
letting too many in.” 

He has a wealth of options to 
choose from for his three¬ 
pronged attack, which wasn’t 
the case at the start of the cam¬ 
paign. Taylor has bagged six 
goals since arriving from Ram¬ 
sgate, while Ryan Golding has 
hit three after returning to the 
club.

BECOMING a coach wasn’t so much a choice 
but a necessity for Craig NicoL. 

The 24-year-old moved up from assistant 
coach to head coach at the Medway Park 
Crusaders in the summer after his boss James 
Vear departed for Canada. 

Vear was already the youngest coach in the 
league, but has now been surpassed by his Scot¬ 
tish successor. 

Nicol admitted he was coaxed into life court- 
side in his late teens because he wasn’t good 
enough as a player. 

"I would liked to have played, but it’s easier for 
me to be successful as a coach," he said.

"I'm not expecting to be the best coach in the 
league, I have a lot to learn - it's my first year of 
being head coach," he said. "We did well against 
the top teams last year, but there were a lot of 
games we should have won. 

"We have a very good squad but we are quite 
shallow on numbers. We have got a small squad 
and younger guys. I'm not expecting to win every 
game, but to challenge in every game." 

The fact he would have been involved in 
summer recruitment if he'd stayed as number 
two meant his transition into the role has been 
easier. The Canadian imports of Jamie Searle, 
Cole Hubin and Manock Lual have added 
strength to the side and, while others have 
departed, stalwart captain James Harris is in his 
ninth year. 


The emphasis is very much on bringing young 
players through, which Searle will be heavily 
involved in. As player-coach he is in charge of 
the club's new Division Four side which will be a 
testing ground for young talent looking to make 
their way to the first team. 

"I think we have done a good job recruiting 
guys this year," said Nicol. "We have managed to 
build a side that all want to go out and play 
tough. James Harris knows what it takes to be 
part of a winning side and the import guys are 
from winning programmes too." 

Searle, who joins the club after five success¬ 
ful seasons with Lakehead University in Thunder 
Bay, Ontario, said: "We will be a team compris¬ 
ing of up and coming Crusaders, junior pros¬ 
pects along with a mix a veterans. 

"No matter who suits up for the team this 
year I expect them to go out and play tough 
Crusaders' defence, rebound the ball and play 
together."

GILLINGHAM’S flying start to the season has 
seen them join the country’s elite when it comes 
to being quick out of the block. 

The attacking intent Martin Allen’s side have 
shown from kick off this season has underpinned 
their points haul, which sees them sitting three 
points clear at the top of League Two. 

The fact they’ve conceded just three and 
scored 13 first-half goals in their opening 11 
games sees them sitting among the top three in 
the country in terms of points gained when lead¬ 
ing at the break. 

Notts County are the only side to have con¬ 
ceded fewer in the first half, and even then they 
have only scored six goals in the first 45 minutes. 
Huddersfield, who have played a game less, have 
also conceded just three but scored nine. 

The calm defensive figure of Adam Barrett 
who was a late summer signing from Bourne¬ 
mouth, and a consistency in back five selection is 
the key to that success, says contributor to Gill¬ 
ingham fansite Gills365.co.uk Ben Curtis. 

“I wouldn’t say there is more urgency, but 
definitely more intent at the start of games,” he 
said. “I can’t remember a game where we have 
sat back. We have gone out to win from the off. 
That’s made the difference. 

“Barrett is experienced and a really committed 
leader. It’s no coincidence that while Martin Al¬ 
len’s changed things, Barrett has been the centre 
of things. 

“He’s not going to be your Ryan Shawcross, 


but he uses his experience to drop off, and inter¬ 
cepts well. 

“He’s very good at playing the ball out of the 
back. He’s not like Gary Richards who used to 
aim high and long. There just seems to be a 
calmness to play the ball about at the back. The 
midfield are dropping off to get the ball as well. 
We did have Simon King who used to try and get 
the ball down and spread it out.” 

Keeper Stuart Nelson, and fullbacks Matt Fish 
and Joe Martin have also been mainstays in the 


side that’s kept five clean sheets in all competi¬ 
tions. 

“Nelson has been excellent as well, especially 
following in the footsteps of Gazzaniga,” said 
Curtis. “A few early mistakes and he would have 
been under pressure from the start because of 
the high standard Gazzaniga set, but he’s pro¬ 
vided the consistency. 

“Matt Fish has been many people’s player of 
the season so far. A lot of that’s down to his fit¬ 
ness. He looks a lot fitter and more agile.”
